Victor — this was 15 years ago! 


I went into SEMS and found the ARR for the Upper Animas for you, attached (1 999). Minimal soil 
sampling in town, based on assumptions, see p. 13. Detections were reported adjacent to the RR tracks. I 
have little recollection on the strategy, but your SAM may review the reports to see if there are clues in 
them. I only did a quick search here. 1 stumbled upon a letter we wrote on behalf of Jack McGraw which 
would give you a sense for this. I did not dig deep enough to see if this reflects the final letter and don’t 
recall if the letter went out, or if Jack signed it in the end, but it will give you a sense of the sensitivity 
issue. 


There was also a Cement Creek SI in 1996 under Superfund, with a sample activities report in the file. I 
recommend your Colorado SAM or Dianna Lim look up all potential site names in San Juan 
county/Silverton to determine if there are a few more site names Eve forgotten. 


I couldn’t find SAM notes under either of these site names through SEMS, but it’s possible the folks in 
the record center can. SAM notes or decision sheets would perhaps give more clues to our thinking on 
the other pathways.
